To Close Due to 
Teamster Strike 


Laclede Steel Co. will shut- 
down its Madison plant all of 
next week because of the wild- 
cat strike by St. Louis Team- 
sters Local 600, it was. an- 
nounced. today by Arthur Beck- 
er, plant superintendent. 

The strike also is causing in- 
conveniences which involve 
production and employment in 
varying degrees at other Quad- 
City industrial plants, and two 
railroad piggyback operations 
in the area are at a virtual 
standstill, a Press-Record sur- 
vey showed. > 

Becker said transportation of 
products from the Madison 
plant is 999% dependent on over- 
the-road truck, services. Rails 
are’ npt conceivable as La- 
clede’s, products generally are 
consigned to construction sites 
where no rail, sidings are avail- 
able fer unloading, he said 

Operations at the plant next 
week will be limited to loading 
of joists being used in the con- 
struction of the New York 
Trade Center port _atithority 
building, Becker said 

“We \tried to sustain our op- 
erations as long as we could, 
but we/are forced to close,” he 
said. He added that the strike 
also is effecting operations at 
the Alton plant

Cost of the replacement has 
been estimated from $275,000 to 
$300,000, since 2500 feet of 
sewer, serving an estimated 700 
households, is to be raised five 
feet from a depth of 15 feet and 
new-type, permanent-seal pipe 
installed.

One Easement Pending 

All construction easements 
have been obtained with the ex- 
ception of one, and the city has 
not yet been able to contact the 
property owners.

Confirmation of the grant of 
federal funds through the Of- 
fice of Emergency Preparedness 
was given Tuesday during a 
meeting at the city ‘hall here 
of federal, state and city of- 
ficials. The city is to receive 
$168,000 in installments for.com- 
plete replacement of the Lynch 
avenue line. The federal agency 
had been prepared to spend up 
to $208,000. to repair seven 
breaks in tbe line. 

The federal funds to be paid 
to the city include $55,000 in 
May and- $29,000 in July, with 
the remaining $84,000 to be paid 
within a year's time. 

To make up the difference, 
the city plans to use up to $167,- 
000 surplus funds from the Nam- 
eoki area sewer lines reserve 
fund that is not needed to retire 
the sewer system revenue bonds 
or pay interest. 

Mayor Partney said following 
Tuesday's meeting with federal 
officials that he still has not re- 
ceived permission from the 
bondholders to use the funds 
Aor sewer maintenance. 

Legal Opinion 

The council has an opinion 
from City Atty. Scroggins that 
it is unlikely courts would rule 
against the city should bond- 
holders file a suit, since the 
money is needed to keep ‘the 
sewer system in operation for 
collection of the $2.50 monthly 
service charge.

Democracy With 
Discipline at 
GCHS--Principal 


“Tt is not the desire of any- 
one in the administration to 
keep any student from going to 
college,” Granite City high 
school Principal Lawrence Mc- 
Cauley told the school board 
last night in reviewing policies 
at the largest Illinois three-year 
high school. ‘ 

The principal spoke, at the re- 
quest of the board, which had 
heard critical comments by a 
parent March 25, There were 
about 50 spectators last night. 

With a projected fall enroll- 
ment of 3295 in facilities built 
to house 2300, ‘‘We must keep a 
eareful behavior control of the 
students,” McCauley said. 
“There should be stimulated 
thinking among all students, but 
not thinking that would disrupt 
the school.” 

Citing a student candidate's 
statement that GCHS was ‘“‘us- 
ing the brute corruptive 
Strength of authority to over- 
ride legislation,” the principal 
said, “I know of no legislation 
of the student council that has 
been over-ridden by the admin- 
istration 
_ Student Proposals Approved 

“Every recommendation of 
the 1969-70 student council was 
approved and fulfilled. 

“In the 15 years this admin- 
istration has made recommen- 
dations, not one student was 
marked ‘Not recommended.’ 


In fact, many who were recom-_ 


mended and had low averages 
were helped to get into school 
either through summer school 
or admission on academic pro- 
bation. 

“Ninety-nine percent of all 
college recommendations for 
this year’s seniors have already 
gone through the office, and ev- 
ery student was recommended. 

“On March 23, three juniors, 
including the young man defeat- 
ed in the student body election, 
were enthusiastically recom- 
mended for enrollment at the 
Mark Twain Summer Institute 
at Clayton. 

“If the administration had 
wanted to be vindictive they 
could have last year with an- 
other student. He wrote an ob- 
scene letter concerning a 
teacher, the faculty and admin- 
istration. He was dropped from 
his class and suspended for sev- 
en days. He later attempted to 
start an SDS. group in the high 
school. On graduating, he re- 
ceived a schdlarship and was 
recommended for college; a 
word from any one of the ad- 
ministration would have stopped 
the scholarship.” 

Students Intelligent Then, Now 

Noting that the March 25 talk 
to the board mentioned “callow 
adolescents” of 30 years ago, 
the principal said they were in- 
telligent and concerned stu- 
dents. He noted that GCHS has. 
produced such people as Gen 
Goodpaster, North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization command- 
er, and U. S, Senator Smith. 

“The great majority of stu- 
dents, the faculty and the ad-

Excavation work on the long- 
delayed Broadway underpass 
project at) Venice, begun in the 
late summer of 1968 by the Nef- 
son Construction Co. of Clayton, 
Mo., is running’ about a year 
behind schedule and is almost. 
certain to| require an extension 
of the underpass completion! 
dates set +by the Illinois Com-; 
merce (ommission,; Mayof; 
John E. Lee told members of; 
the Venice city council in meet-’ 
ing Monday night. 

Under the present ICC order, 
which in jtself is an extension 
of an earlier order, the entire 
subway construction was | to 
have been completed by the 
end of next month. Mayor Lee \ 
said that he believed there is at 
least another six months work 
on the excavation alone, as- 
suming the construction com- 
pany proceeds at the same 
pace that. jit has in the past. 

“I believe that it will be 
necessary for us to go back to 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion and petition for a revision 
of the underpass completion 
deadline, because most certain- 
ly it is not going to! be com- 

leted within terms of the pres- 
@nt order,!’ the mayor told the 
council. 

To Meet With State 

At the | same time, Mayor

Revised Original Order 

Under the original ICC order 
for construction of the under- 
pass, the work was to have 
been completed by Oct. 30, 
1967. Subsequent delays in plan- 
ning resulted in a “revision of 
that order jand a new ‘deadline 
construction date of May 30, 
1970. 

Following revision. of the ICC 
order in early 1968; the Illinois ~ 
State Highway | Department 
awarded a contract'in July that 
year to the| Nelson Co. on a bid 
of $918,645 | for the excavation 
phase of the project, At. that 
time it was estimated the exca- 
vation work would take about 
one ‘year, with construction of 
the main | structure, paving, 
drainage installations and other 
work to be completed within 
another year. : 

Mayor Lee noted that the ex- 
cavation has now been under 
way more than 18 months and 
that the job is not nearly com- 
pleted.

A move to establish uniform 
tavern closing hours for all 
cities and unincorporated sec- 
tors of the Quad-City area was 
initiated by the’ Venice city 
council Monday night at the 
suggestion of Mayor John E. 
Lee. 

The council. authorized the 
Venice city liquor commission, 
headed by Mayor Lee as liquor 
control commissioner, to meet 
with the mayors of Granite City 
and Madison and county repre- 
sentatives in an effort to estab, 
lish the same closing hours for 
all taverns in the area. 

Mayor Lee told the council 
that he was making the sugges- 
tion with the knowledge of act- 
ing Mayor Ray Kozielek of the 
city of Madison, who announced 
a week ago that he is planning 
revision of the Madison closing 
regulation which now permits 
Madison taverns tq remain open 
until 4 a.m. 

Has 1 a.m, Closing 

Venice now has a tavern con- 
trol ordinance calling for a 1 
a.m. closing on weekdays and 
a 2 o'clock closing on Sunday 
morning only. Granite City and 
Madison county also have regu- 
lations calling for 1 a.m. week- 
day and 2 a.m. Sunday closings. 

Mayor Lee said he did not 
know whether Madison is con- 
templating a change to the 1 
a.m. and 2 a.m, closing, which. 
would provide a uniform closing 
limit, but that he believed “the 
time is here to get everyone to- 
gether and decide on the same 
closing hours.”” 

The mayor said that such uni- 
formity not only would elimi- 
nate complaints between com- 
peting tavern owners of areas 
with different closing hours, but 
would provide police with uni- 
form enforcement regulations. 
| He noted that with the 4a.m. 
closing hour now in effect in 
Madison, persons drinking in 
| Venice taverns can leave a tav- 
| ern on one side of a street di- 
viding the two cities when the 
tavern closes, walk a few hun- 
dred feet to a Madison tavern 
and continue drinking for three 
more hours,

The first test to be completed 
today was performed by Booz, 
Allen Appli¢d Research Inc. 
The second| project involves 
burning boxears under a hood 
with evacuation and control of 
emissions to be completed dur= 
ing the fall, 

Numerous complaints have 
been issued by the cities of 
Madison, and| Venice to the state 
air board on the burning of box- 
cars by the Hyman-Michaels 
Co. of Venice. 

Klassen, in a letter to the of- 
fice of attorney general a month 
month ago, | reported that the 
company has an approved air 
contaminant |emission reduction 
program (AGERP) calling for a 
gradual reduction in the num- 
ber of boxcars burned each 
quarter until mid-1971, 

At that time, the company 
either will close down or begin 
using new salvage procedures. 
He said the| company reported 
a 249% reduction in boxcars 
burned dufing July-December 
1969 compared ‘to the same pe~ 
riod of 1968.

The Granite City school board 
last night awarded a $217,095 
contract to Ed Moore to erect 
a 140x120-foot steel and mason- 
ry addition to the north end of 
the high school gymnasium 
building. Alternates added $3448 
and deducted $24,406 from the 
$238,051 low base bid. 

Cost is $10 a square foot, re- 
garded as unusually low. Four 
basketball courts will be sur- 
rounded by a track and there 
will be wrestling and physical 
education rooms. A 40x120-foot 
second floor will house locker 
and shower rooms. 

The board adopted a_five- 
year vocational education plan 
to be submitted today to Coun- 
ty Supt.

It includes for 1970-71 new 
programs in health occupa- 
tions, distribution and personal 
service; an exploratory pro- 
gram in construction trades in 
one junior high school; 
for’ a cooperative education co- 
ordinator; and in-sei 
er training on the 
of data processing instruction. 

Later vocational plans ~ in- 
clude developing cufricula for 
new courses. An: attempt is to 
be made to develop instruction- 
al areas “‘interesting and prof- 
itable, for dropouts or potential 
dropouts to encourage them to 
stay “in school until they have 
a salable job entry skill.”

The vacancy was created by 
the death in 1969 of Joseph 
Grant of Granite City, one of 
two Madison county members 
of the levee board.

Granite City has no ninth 
grade long-distance. programs.

Alley Clean Up 
In GC Proposed; 
Problem at Ditch 


With the advent of sunshine 
and spring-like temperatures, 
Granite City Alderman Poulos 
called for clean up of alleys 
throughout the city with volun- 
teer help. 

He recommended to city 
council members Monday night 
that the city enlist the aid of 
Boy Scouts and that perhaps 
the city could call upon local 
truckers to provide their vehi- 
cles. 

Street Supt. Warfield pointed 
out that alley work was in the 
Street departtment’s category 
and that it was considered 
union work. ‘‘You'll have to 
provide me with more men to 
do such a job,” Warfield com- 
mented. 

There Was no council discus- 
sion oh the proposal. 

Drainage at Ditch 

Alderman Rutledge, chair- 
man of the Special Sewer com- 
mittee, requested the services 
of City Engineer Kleberger to 
Wesign drainage ditches along 
the sides of the East 23rd street 
and Nameoki road paved drain- 
age canals to prevent dirt from 
being washed into the main 
channels. 

He pointed out that unless 
steps are taken, the concrete 
sides could be washed out and 
that removal of dirt from the 
bottom of the paved channels. 
could become a_ never-ending 
project, 

Rutledge said the city ac- 
cepted the drainage system last 
November and that it would be 
more costly to call upon the 
design engineer to do. the job. 

The only opposing vote was 
by Alderman Parmley. 

Widening. Proposed 

Alderman Boyd, chairman of 
the Street committee, said an 
initial committee meeting with 
the ‘park district commissioners 
was held last week to review 
the city’s proposal for widening 
Benton street. 

An ordinance was adopted to 
establish a no-parking zone in 
front of a residence at 2151 Lee 
avenue. It was brought’ out 
the householder complained of 
trucks being pafked in front of 
his home everyday. The ordi- 
nance was opposed by Alder- 
man Poulos. 

Referred to the city inspector 
was a letter of complaint from 
Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Harlow, 
2109 Johnson road, who said 
they were being annoyed con- 
stantly by dogs barking “at 
every child and car” at the 
nearby animal hospital. They 
said four large dogs were 
owned by Dr. L. H. Holt, who 
operates the animal hospital, 
and asked for a solution. Alder- 
man Dawes said he had looked 
into ‘the complaint and had 
learned there are two dogs. 


Fair Business Control 
Should be Transferred 


Michael J, Howlett, state au- 
ditor of public accounts, today 
suggested the business manage- 
ment responsibilities of the Illi- 
nois State Fair should be trans- 
ferred from the fair manager to 
the Department of General 
Services, 

He said specific responsibility 
for building, maintenance, re- 
modeling and construction 
should be under direct jurisdic- 
tion of the division of architec- 
ture and engineering in the 
General Services agency.

Zoning Ordinance Ready 

Venice has a zoning ordinance 
which was prepared by the 

. Southwestern Illinois Metropoli- 

tan Area Planning Commission 
along with a joint Venice-Madi- 
son Development Plan and a 
land use plan. The zoning ordi- 
nance must be in effect before 
the city can qualify for federal 
aid in a Neighborhood Develop- 
ment program of home con- 
struction. 

The home construction !pro- 
gram and necessary applica- 
tions for federal aid are now 
being prepared by Daily & As- 
sociates, a St.’ Louis planning 
firm, and cannot be completed 
until the city has its zoning ordi- 
nance in effect. 

Mayor Lee instructed depart- 
ment heads during Monday 
night's meeting to set up meet- 
ings with their respective coun- 
cil committees to check over 
budget figures for the 1970-71 
fiscal year which begins May 1.

Cairo Dispute 


an Attempt 


To Destroy U.S. -- Chief 


Controversy in Cairo, Ill, is 
part of a. Communist-inspired 
plot to destroy that city, Illi- 
nois and the U. S., William 
Peterson, former police chief 
there, told the Tri-Cities Cham- 
ber of Commerce board Tues- 
day night at the Rose Bow]. 

A retired Alton police cihef, 
Peterson said he resigned at 
éairo in order to deliver public 
talks about the dispute. “I can 
do the people of Cairo much 
more good in this way,” he 
said, citing three federal court 
orders which’ he feels prevent 
Cairo police from effectively 
maintaining order. 

That a conspiracy exists is 
evident to those familiar with 
incidents in Cairo and'the ad- 
vance outside knowledge of 
fires and other problems, Pe- 
terson said, noting telephone 
queries from Chicago and other 
cities about law violations be- 
fore they have taken place 

National television and cer- 
tain newspapers and radio sta- 
tions have | consistently pre- 
sented one-sided views of the 
issues, the chief said. He was 
critical of Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Simon for allegedly ob- 
taining most of his information 
from militants. 

Church Financing Assailed 

Peterson condemned the Na- 
tional Council: of Churches, IIli- 
nois Council of Churches and 
similar groups for providing 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, ostensibly to aid the poor 
of Cairo. He said part of such 
funds has been diverted, and 
that certain pastors are serv- 
ing mainly as instigators of 
violence and as propagandists. 

“They've got eight telephones 
in one of their offices to be 
sure their version of the news 
gets out, and they issue a flood 
of press releases,” the chief re- 
lated. 

He said St. Louis would have 
been the target for the test of 
armed rebellion but that statis- 
tics showed it would have been 
harder to show .extreme pov- 
erty there. He added that pov- 
erty in Cairo is not racially mo- 
tivated but reflects the econom- 
ic level of the southern Illinois 
Missouri-Kentucky region 

Peterson attributed high 
crime levels in*the U. S. to the 
accuraté belief of many crim- 
inals .that they can escape se- 
vere court punishments if cap- 
tured. 

Also addressing the Chamber 
board were Rick Cardwell and 
Tim Moore, who described ac- 
tivities and policies of an 
ganization of 36 Granite City 
high school boys, the Royal Or- 
der of Christian American. 

They reported that the group

Drug Abuse in 
Area a Serious 
Problem—Deputy 


Drug abuse presents much 
greater danger,in America than 
is generally realized, Demos 
Nicholas, assistant chief deputy 
sheriff of Madison county, told 
Madison Rotarians yesterday 
while displaying drugs confis- 
cated in recent raids and ar- 
rests in this region. 

All areas of Madison county 
are affected and the problem 
extends through high schools 
and junior high schools to older 
grade school pupils; there are 
many young ‘pushers’ and 
users, and a code of protecting 
fellow students through silence 
adds to the difficulty of investi- 
gations, the speaker related. 

Such a wide. variety of sub- 
stances and techniques has been 
developed that total suppression 
of drug abuse .appears to be 
impossible, Nicholas said, add- 
ing that this. increases the im- 
portance of effective educational 
programs for both youngsters 
and parents. 

He urged Alton and Granite 
City policé participation along 
with other county police de- 
partments in operating a joint 
narcotics program, under which 
information on suspects and 
their acquaintances could be 
exchanged. 

Many of the drugs make tem- 
porary or permanent psychi- 
atric ‘care necessary, Nicholas 
said in emphasizing the serious 
nature of the. problem. He 
warned that innocent people can 
be victimized through drugs be- 
ing dropped into their drinking 
glasses. 

He was introduced by John

Western Railroad’s piggyback 
tracks at Madison, but only 
when firms come to the ramp 
to unload the trucks them- 
selves. Loaders are not in oper- 
ation, and the track is closed 
down for the most part. 

Most of the local industries 
described the strike as a nuis- 
ance and an irritation and that 
production so far has not been 
adversely affected, 

Some industries and business 
establishments, aware of the 
possibility of a truck tie-up, 
stockpiled supplies and mate- 
rials in advance. 

Though auto assembly plants 
in St. Louis have discontinued 
operations, the A. O. Smith 
plant here is continuing normal 
production of auto frames, at 
least for this week and next 
week, according to Paul Kemp, 
plant’ manager, He said there 
are some inconveniences in ob- 
taining materials. 

A spokesman for Granite City 
Steel Co. and General Steel In- 
dustries commented only that 
the firms are using other 
modes of transportation where 
possible. 

It’ was unofficially reported, 
however, that because of insuf- 
ficient suppliés as acids and 
oils. normally delivered by 


truck, GC Steel is planning to’ 


cut its turns, and that ‘about 
65 employees at the north plant 
have been given layoff notices. 
They also have been given va- 
cation options in lieu of lay- 
offs during the period. 

American Steel Foundries has 
been going to the source of its 
supplies and parts, and .some 
trucks have been arriving from 
Chicago without going through 
the St. Louis Terminal, accord- 
ing to A, P, Steinhauser, plant 
manager. He said the situation 
could become serious if the 
transportation problem  con- 
tinues. 

Operations at the Union divi- 
sion ‘of Miles Laboratories are 
continuing normally as it util- 
izes rails as its major method 
of transportation, but the firm 
also reported that a prolonged 
truck strike could hamper its 
operation.

Operators Given 


$15 Pay Boosts 


Pay increases of $15-a-month, 
retroactive to Jan. 1, were ap- 
proved for seven employees at 
the city sewage treatment 
plant, based on qualifications 
for upgrading their state li- 
censes as operators. 

Recommendation for the pay- 
ment, including : advancement 
for Plant Supt. Robert Jackson, 
was submitted to the city coun- 
cil Monday night by Alderman 
Basarich, chairman of the 
Sewage Treatment Plant com- 
mittee. One operator, Robert 
Byrnes, is to receive an in- 
crease of $30 for upgrading his 
license by two steps. 

Objection was made to the 
increase for the plant superin- 
tendent. Alderman Parmley 
said he believed Jackson had 
received an adeguate increase 
last year. Objection. also was 
made to the double raise for 
Byrnes, but in roll call votes, 
the motion to exclude Jackson 
was rejected and the $30 in- 
crease for Byrnes was ap- 
proved. 

Basarich pointed out . thé 
treatment plant staff is being 
trained to operate the city 
pump station, which now is be- 
ing run by Army Depot person- 
nel. “Also, we must prepare for 
the future when the sewage 
treatment plant operation will 
have to be stepped up for sec- 
ondary treatment,” he ex- 
plained. 2

5,000,000 Veterans 
Insured Through VA 


More than five million veter- 
ans were insuréd during 1969 in 
five government life insurance 
programs valued at $38 billion, 
according to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, 

The newly - published annual 
report on 1969 insurance activi- 
ties shows income from all pro- 
grams totaled about $1 billion, 
while about $625 million was 
paid in claims to living policy 
holders and beneficiaries. 

In addition, the programs paid 
$235 million in dividends and 
placed $130 million in reserve 
funds to assure payments of fu- 
ture policy obligations. . 

One of VA’s five insurance 
programs insured world war I 
veterans, and the others insure 
world war.II and Korean vet- 
erans, as well as Vietnam veter- 
ans separated with service-con- 
nected disabilities. 

The report reveals that one 
program which insures service- 
disabled veterans does so at 
standard premium raes, with 
losses met by appropriations 
from Congress. 

The obligations of the world 
war I insurance program are 
diminishing, and the contingen- 
cy reserve fund is gradually 
being liquidated, the report in- 
dicates, 

The losses-which developed in 
the Servicemen’s: Group pro? 
gram supervised by the VA (but 
administered by the Prudential 
Insurance Co. and reinsured by 
567 other private companies) 
were met out of the previous 
year’s gains. This program in- 
sures military personnel on 
active duty, 

VA’s annual insurance report 
is distributed to members of 
Congress, service organizations, 
insurance firms and associa- 
tions, state libraries and other 
public organizations.

Using funds earned 
through the Book Fair, ear- 
phones, wiring and other equip- 
ment were purchased. She told 
mechanical arts instructor John 
Headrick about the plan and 
the library now has study car- 
rels that are wired for sound. 

The “silent” sound system is 
the second bit of handy work 
that Headrick has built for the 
library. In the past, he built a 
table-stand for the school’s 
three unabridged dictionaries. 

To make the listening carrels 
hé used an ordinary library 
table and some plywood, Sever-’ 
al of his students helped sand 
the plywood to make it attrac- 
tive for display. The table can 
accommodate four students for 
listening, or without using the 
earphones, for ordinary study. 

With the plywood, he also 
made an extra wide book shel 
for a phonograph or tape re- 
corder borrowed when needed 
from the school’s audio-visual 
department. 

The materials cost about $50 
and the architecture and labor 
was free. 

Prather’s supply of recorded 
educational material is very 
‘small. Miss Laux plans to have 
a variety of recorded readings 
and music for pleasure and sup- 
plemental class room work. 

Already, student assignments 
to use the listening carrels in- 
clude, poetry readings for Eng- 
lish courses and tribal music 
for an Afro-studies course.

Errors being made on tax re- 
turns already filed indicate that 
many taxpayers are having dif- 
ficulty because of unfamiliarity 
with the new form. | 

The Internal Revenue Service 
revised Form 1040 in order to 
incorporate the best features of 
the old long form 1040 and of 
the short form 1040a, and to do 
60 on a singlé page. 

The old short card form 1040a, 
which previously had been used 
by, about 20 million taxpayers 
annually, has been drepped be- 
cause many users were deny- 
ing themselves tax advantages 
to which they were entitled. 

Among other things, the form 
did not provide for itemized de- 
ductions or for certain income 
exclusions, such as sick pay. 

To help those taxpayers who 
have yet to file their 1969 fed- 
eral income tax returns, here 
re the major sources of trou- 
ble with the new combined form 
1040: 

EXEMPTIONS. Some taxpay- 
ers are failing to list the names 
of dependent children and oth- 
er dependents .in their proper 
places, apparently because they 
‘re confused by the tighter 
spacing in the new’ condensed 
form. 

First names of dependent 
children should be listed on line 
8 and other dependents in the 
two spaces under line 9. 

ADJUSTED GROSS INCOME. 
Taxpayers are required to add 
lines 11 (wages, salaries, etc.), 
12c (dividend income), 13 (in- 
come from interest) and 14 
(other income) and to insert the 


total in space 15a. 

The next step is to enter total 
income adjustments in space 
15b and to subtract this figure 
from total income (15a) to ar 
rive at adjusted gross income 
(5c). 

Many taxpayers are mis- 
taking the term “adjust- 
ments” to mean ‘“deduc- 
tions.” — Adjustment8 are 
those reductions from gross 
income allowed for sick 
pay, moving expenses, em- 
ployee business expenses 
and payments to self-em- 
ployed retirément plans, per 
instructions found on page 
1040-1 of the return, 

Deductions, such as those 
allowed for state and local 
taxes, charitable contribu- 
tions, etc,, are entered on a 
separate page, Schedule A, 
and the total is carried over 
to Schedule T where compu- 
tations to determine tax are 
made,

come and exclusions. 

Total dividend income (for 
both husband and wife in case 
of joint returns), as reported on 
Schedule B, should be entered 
on line 12a of form 1040, And 
the total for’ exclusions each 
taxpayer is allowed to exclude 
up to $100 in dividends from 
taxable income) is entered in 
space 12b, 

If the exclusion is greater 
than dividend income, make no 
entry in space 12c. 


Divided Schools, Inability to 
Equalize Funds Could Be Ruinous

It is not. only conceivable, 
but likely, that public aid would 
lead to fragmentation and ul- 
timate disintegration of the pub- 
lic school system — admittedly 
imperfect, but still the best the 
world has ever known. 

Secondly, this fragmentation 
and duplication could be ex- 
tremely expensive in*just a few 
short years. 

While only $32 million was re- 
quested in the 1969 legislative 
session for private schools, es- 
timates were that in four years, 
the price tag would be clo: 
to $400 million. As one advocate 
testified, “‘What we want ulti- 
mately is complete parity with 
public schools in aid from the 
state.” 

Where would the line ulti- 
mately be drawn? I fear it 
wouldn't be drawn short of 
identical to public standards. 

This would leave us with two, 
or perhaps many more, public 
systems, in a pancaked inter- 
tangle of administrative diffi- 
culty, leaving our systems com- 
pletely unmanageable and tre- 
mendously inefficient. 

Those advocating public aid, 

“now,” as they say, “in order 
to avoid collapse of private 
schools and subsequent public 
funding problems’ are being 
penny-wise and pound-foolish. 
‘The ultimate costs of «action 
they consider expedient now 
would be far, far greater than 
assimilation into the public 
system. 
* ‘This fragmentation would be 
inconsistent with public move- 
ment toward consolidation and 
elimination of duplication. We 
have been moving steadily in 
these directions for the past 15 
years; public aid to private 
education would be completely 
counter to this if it attempted 
to finance the. private schools 
of all present’ and future® pri- 
vate school systems. 

A pitfall lies in the fact that 
there would be no possible way 
with public funding to private 
education to “equalize,” that is, 
to see that the poorer’ schools 
receive more aid. This, too, is a 
principle that has been a part 
of public school funding in re- 
cent years that would be. ré- 
versed. 


the ability to pay (via as- 
sessed valuations), Poorer 
districts get more aid than 
richer districts in an effort 
to equalize educational op- 
portunity, 

There would be no way to 
determine the ability to pay 
in private school, Aid would 
have to be given equally to 
all and even the very rich 
schools could qualify. 


During last year’s hearings, 
one private school administra- 
tor said her secular school 
charged tuition up to $2500 per 
year per student. Yet she was 
jn Springfield to testify for 
state aid to private schools. 

In. addition, there would be 
no way to determiné the will- 
ingness to pay for private edu- 
cation. Even now, there are 
dozens of private schools in the 
state in which not one penny of 
tuition is charged the student. 

Another potential for trouble 
js that public aid to private 
‘education ‘would simply be di- 
visive of our people. The mix- 
ture of children. within our pub- 
lic schools isan education in

Understandings we have 
gained in recent years would 
be obliterated./It should be at 
least hoped that we could avoid 
further divisiveness . . . espe- 
cially religious. 

A final major argument: 

Substantial public aid to pri- 
vate education is simply not a 
proper use of public funds. 

The separation of church and 
state is still a constitutional 
necessity at federal and state 
levels. ‘The men creating Amer- 
ica felt life and death emotions 
over this very principle. Many 
of them came from European 
backgrounds where, at the 
time, wars were fought over 
the controversy and over free- 
dom of religious choice. 

I cannot agree that it is right 
or fair to use public gands ob- 
tained by taxation ®f people 
professing various religions, or 
no religion at all, to support 
the religious institutions of a 
part of the people. 

While advocates of public aid 
to private education profess 
that supporters of private 
schools endure double taxation, 
the rest of the public has an- 
other easily held viewpoint: 
it’s double only because that is 
their choice. 

No one is forced to use a pri- 
vate schopl. The public school 
system is available to all, de- 
spite its own desparate need of 
money. 

The argument that the failure 
of private education would 
cause a calamitous influx of 
new students into the public 
system is not a valid argument 
and the public cannot respond 
to this kin@ of “threat.” 

Reginald Neuwine, a promi- 
nent Catholic educator, direc- 
tor of the ‘Office of Educational 
Services, University of Notre 
Dame, testified recently in 
committee that he deplored the 
tactics of those who would im- 
ply that there (would be mass 

sings of Catholic schools if 
aid was not 


He stated that quality private 
Catholic schools would con- 
tinue, with or without public 
funds, wherever they are felt to 
be needed. . 

Practically, I-. don’t believe 
that collapse of private schools 
would be total, nor would it oc- 
cur all at once. And éven if it 
did, public education is still a 
constitutional requirement and 
no taxpayer should complain 
over responding to the need to 
accommodate transfer —_stu- 
dents. “ 

It would be, in the long run, 
a far less expensive alternative 
than the seemingly expedient 
route of immediate public “aid 
to private education. 

Furthermore, this challenge 
need not be all bad for the pub- 
lic system. It could force some 
much-needed. efficiency within 
that institution. 

School districts, incident- 
ally, are already entpow- 
ered with the right to pur- 
chase unused educational 
facilities from private agen-

With no opposition developing for three 
candidates for the Madison school board and 
two candidates for the Venice school board, 
principal interest in Saturday's noon to 7 p.m.

If tradition is maintained, voters will se- 

* lect one urban area member from among Robert 
E. Crider, a member of the board in 1964-66, 
and Phillip L. Dressel; and one rural member 
from among Carl Macios, an incumbent board 
member, and Pete A. Carich and Mrs. Mary 
Church. 

The law requires that at least one rural 
resident be elected, even if he or she runs third.

With the realization that one and possibly 
two unincorporated area residents may be chos- 
en, it seems appropriate to retain on the board 
Macios, the only incumbent seeking re-election. 

An engineer and a lifelong local resident, 
he has been on the board nearly four years, 
serving at one time as secretary. He is familiar 
with the school system and its objectives and 
can help provide needed continuity. While he 
agrees with present policies, he! does not hesi- 
tate to take an active part in board discussions 
to clarify points and to voice pertinent infor- 
mation and opinion. 

Some of Dressel’s criticism of the schools 
has reflected insufficient information. We have 
enough confidence in his ability and fairness to 
believe that he would alter his views where justi- 
fied by fuller knowledge. A successful business- 
man, he has devoted much time to community 
service although not previously seeking public 
office. 

While ‘we are inclined to vote for Macios 
and Dressel, we feel Crider merits consideration 
on the basis of his past board service. The fact 
that many of the present board want him back is 
worthy of note. He regards the present adminis- 
tration as “‘responsible’’ and generally would 
strive to continue existing procedures. 

Carich has been extremely active in service 
to youth and is familiar with education through 
his work as a teacher and through his own 
study; he is seeking a doctor of philosophy de- 
gree. G 

Mrs. Church has been active in Parent- 
Teacher Associations and indicates she would 
favor year-round operation of schools if state 
tax aid is not reduced.

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Toward Development of a Downtown Mall 


The 16-0 Granite City council vote to have 
ordinances prepared to implement the down- 
town mall proposed Jan. 13 speaks well for 
council members’ dedication to a thriving, at- 
tractive, interesting community. 


It would be easy for individual aldermen 
to question parts of the plan, since no one pro- 
gram is perfect from every viewpoint. But the 
1970 Central Business District development 
plan undoubtedly is the last that has any chance 
of success; it's a case of “sink or swim,’’ rather 
than going back for more aquatic lessons. 

It really is a good plan, one that can gen- 
erate a marked increase in economic activity 
and a favorable impact on the sales and proper- 
ty base on which local governmental financing 
depends.

Tavern Crackdown, Under Way in Madison 


Not many tears are being shed over the 
revocation of two Madison liquor licenses. The 
main reaction is one of surprise, since city 
fathers for decades have leaned over backward 
to please the numerous tavern proprietors, some 
of whom have operated virtually around-the- 
clock. 

The two cases are not similar. Where Christ 
Costoff erred was not in running a tavern but in 
insisting on accepting a public offite in which 
to an extent he helped regulate taverns. The 
state called this a conflict and ended it after 
nine years. 

Regardless of whether it sought to attract 
them or not, it is fair to say that the John Lewis 
tavern was visited over a period of years by, 
among other patrons, a number of hoodlums, 
some of whom got into fights and violent dis- 
,; putes while in that neighborhood. The new city 
‘ administration has just called a halt to the pat- 
tern of activity, alleging specific instances of 
law violations by employees. 

Taverns are a legitimate business but, like 
everything else, must live within the law. The 
current crackdown in Madison was overdue; it 
will be interesting to see how far it goes and 
how long it lasts. 


Pay Level Keeping Many Teenagers Jobless 


With youth unemployment five and a half 
times the adult jobless rate in the U. S., serious 
consideration should be given to a greater hour- 
ly pay differential in federal and state minimum 
wage laws—not to penalize teenagers but to 
more closely match their relative experience and 
skill. 

In the United Kingdom, Holland and, 
Japan, young workers start at about-one-thir& 
of adult pay. This ratio may be more drastic 
than is necessary here to assure jobs for the 
youths who want to work, but some move in 
that direction is desirable lest minors be priced 
out of the job market.

Parking Meter Income Up 
For 3 Months of Year 


The largest revenue thus far 
this year from parking meter 
operation was collected during 
Barch when meter fees totaled 
$3650 and assessment of fines 
for meter violations amounted 
to $807, according to a report by 
Comptroller Robert Stevens. 

The fee and fine revenue 
totaled $4457, or $618 more than 
total income of $3839 and $1716 
more than the total of $2741 in 
both fees and fines collected in 
January. This year’s March 
revenue also is $398 greater 
than the total of $4059 income 
during March 1969. 

March collections increased 
to $11,037 the total revenue from 
meter operations for the three 
months of the year thus far, in- 
cluding $9052 in meter fees and 
$1985 in fines.

Equal pay for the two women 
serving as police desk clerks 
was requested of the Granite 
City council Monday night by 
Local 98,- Service Employees In- 
ternational Union, that repre- 
sents city hall employees. 

The letter from James M. Cof- 
fay, business representative, 
Was placed on file, and later in 
the meeting the council ignored 
a letter of advice from the city 
attorney and voted not to pay 
the two women’s salaries for 
the first half of April, 

Similar action was taken 
March 23 in holding up their 
pay for the last half of March. 

At the present time, the two 
women serving as police desk 
clerks—handling the telephones, 
police radios and police book- 
ings—receive salaries of $422 a 
month,. while the basic pay of 
a police patrolman is $700. 

Before going to the police 
desk on Feb. 1, Mrs. Marge 
Hall was operator of the now- 
defunct city hall switchboard 
and Mrs. Cleo Buttrey was a 
secretary in the police de- 
partment’s detective bureau. 

In his letter to the council, 
Union Representative Coffay 
said the women are doing the 
same work on the morning and 
afternoon shifts as a regular 
policeman does on the night 
shift. 

Quotes 1953 Ordinance 

He added that a city ordi- 
nance of April 6, 1953, specifies 
that additional employees in the 
police and fire departments 
shall be paid the same salaries 
as regulars. 

He added that the Fair Labor 
Act specifies equal pay for 
equal work.

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Another letter pertaining to 
the two’ women police clerks 
was read from City Atty. Scrog- 
gins advising the council that in 
similar instances in the past, 
the city has always lost out in 
holding up payment when the 
matter goes to small claims 
court 

“When the services ape rend- 
ered and the city benetits, the 
monies are due,” Scroggins ad- 
vised the council in stating that 
in his opinion, the salaries of 
the two women Held up for the 
last half of March ‘tare due and 
payable. 

The legal advisor added that 
he was not giving an opinion on 
the status of the two women 
employees “under enactments 
of the council since I, am cer- 
tain the matter will be a ques- 
tion involved in other litiga- 
tion.” 

Opinion Questioned 

After the attorney’s letter was 
read and Whitmer called for it 
to be placed on file, Nonn asked 
Scroggins if he had not pre- 
pared an ordinance that had 
been adopted -by the council 
calling for regular police de- 
partment members to be as- 
signed to all police duties, in- 
cluding the police desk. He 
added that it would be im- 
possible for the city to pay their 
salaries from the police appro- 
priation 

Scroggins replied he had pre-

He add- 
ed that there was little doubt 
the salaries would be paid 
along with the increases de- 
manded, but that he did. not 
want to make the council a part 
of the. payment. 

Victims of Feud 

At the March 23 meeting, 
Whitmer pointed out the two 
women should not be “victims 
of the mayor and council feud’? 
and that if a majority of ‘the 
council members thought the 
mayor's action of Feb, 1 in as- 
signing the women to the jobs 
was illegal, the matter should 
be taken to court by the coun- 
cil. 

While no court action was 
noted as of Monday night's 
council session, it has been an- 
ticipated since the March 23 
meeting. 

With the separation of the two 
salaries, Moerlien then present- 
ed a motion that pay for the 
two women be withheld. The 
motion was approved by a vote 
of 12-to-4 with Aldermen Rut- 
ledge, Whitmer, Jarrett and 
Boker dissenting.

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Coal Mining Sparked Early Economy of County 


(Last of a Series) 


A principal effect on the early 
economy of Madison county was 
the coal mining industry, an 
era which started in the 1960s, 
according to a history related 
in the Madison county land use 
and transportation plan develop- 
ed by the Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Plan Com- 
mission. 

Although the extent of its In- 
fluence was not realized at the 
time, it marked the'end of the 
pioneer era and the beginning 
of the industrial reyolution in 
the county. Mines were sunk 
around such communities as 
Edwardsville, Collinsville, Mary- 
ville, Troy, Glen Carbon and 
Marine. 

The development of railroads 
within the county corresponds 
temporally with the opening of 
many of the coal mines. 

The county is in near proxim- 
ity to some of the largest coal 
fields in the country. The south- 
em Illinois fields hold coal re- 
serves of about 140 billion tons. 
Almost 90% of this is in seams 


at least four feet thick and 20% 
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of it is in seams at least eight 
feet thick. 
Last For 1400 Years 

The Atlas of Illinois Re- 
sources stated in 1959 that ‘‘in 
all its years of mining, Illinois 
has produced only 3% billion 
tons of coal. If only 50% of the 
known resources are recovered, 
there Is still enough coal to last 


for 1400 years at the 1957 rate“ 


of production.” 

The railroads not only allowed 
the tapping of many coal seams 
within Madison county, but 
stimulated major industrial de- 
velopment as well. By the turn 
of the century the American 
Bottoms were rapidly develop- 
ing as heavy industrial centers. 

With the 20th century came 
the introduction of many new 
inventions and conveniences to 
the residents of the county. In- 
cluded ‘were electricity, tele- 
phones, water and sewer instal- 
lations, electrical streetcars and 
automobiles. 

The nation enjoyed unlimited 
prosperity at this: time, and 
business. was booming both 


locally and nationally. Census 
figures for 1900 revealed that 
Madison county, with 69,694 
persons, had one of the largest 
county populations in the state. 
The Tri-Cities area and Alton 
had developed into major pop- 
ulation and employment cent- 
ers in the county. 

The era of prosperity within 
the county came to an end with 
the great market crash of 1929. 
The nation was swept into a 
severe financial depression 
which lasted virtually to the 
start of world war II. 

The effects of this economic 

and social upheaval were felt 
in Madison county in a number 
of ways. 
Coal mining declined drastic- 
ally in the: 1930s and many 
mines in the county were 
closed. Many businesses and 
industries experienced finan- 
cial difficulties and unemploy- 
ment was prevalent. 

Population growth slowed 
considerably from 1930 to 1940, 
and the economy shifted from 
predominantly mining and
